Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is a compilation of 19 short films made by students of Newlands College to be shown 
at a public screening of the NOSCARS 2014 film festival. The short films deal with matters of 
crime, cmelty and violence in a brief but at times realistic manner. The treatment of these 
matters is often light-hearted but one short in particular contains violence that is more graphic 
and disturbing, and is likely to shock and disturb children. Clarification by an accompanying 
parent or guardian will reduce the impact of this short and minimise the risk of injury to the 
public good. 

The short films have artistic and social merit and are intended to be seen by an audience of family 
and friends who support the filmmakers. The classification of RP13 protects against injury to the 
public good without excessively limiting freedom of expression provided by the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990.
